A lottery-- grant of “nearly 
£150,000 will boost efforts by 
disabled people’s groups to fight 
for their rights. 

The award of £144,857 from 
the Big Lottery Fund will help 
the British Council of Disabled 
People (BCODP) support its 130 
member groups. 

Two new members of staff, 
supported by volunteers, will 
offer support and training on 
politics, law, generating income 
and running their organisations. 

Anne Pridmore, acting chair 
of the BCODP, said she was 
“over the moon” with the award. 


She said: “I think that this 
project will enable us to support 
groups to fight for the issues that 
disabled people in the UK want. 
Up to this time, they have been 
very much on their own. It’s real- 
ly exciting.” 

She added the project would 
give the BCODP

Club med confusion 


A new campaign by a disabled 
clubber has exposed confusion 
over policies relating to the use 
of pre-loaded insulin pens at 
many of London’s top clubs. 

Lisa Morris (right) launched 
her campaign after she was 
stopped from taking her medica- 
tion into The End club on the 
grounds of “health and safety”. 

She contacted two other 
London clubs, The Ministry of 
Sound and Turnmills, and claims 
that both of them told her she 
would have to leave her medica- 
tion with a member of staff. 

She complained to managers 
of each club and is now circulat- 
ing a petition that will eventual- 
ly be presented to the All-Party 
Parliamentary Group for 
Diabetes. 


Miss Morris said: “It seems 


absurd they can have these poll- 
cies which are effectively against 
the law.” 

Turnmills has told DN that 
clubbers can bring insulin pens 
into the club, and that its policy

There is also the 
hygiene issue — we prefer (people 
with diabetes) administer meds 
in a quiet, clean place.”

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Cannabis appeal bid 


An attempt to overturn a court 
ruling that confirmed convic- 
tions for medicinal use of 
cannabis was being made as DN 
Extra went to press. 

Legal representatives for 
three medicinal users and two 
suppliers of cannabis were seek- 
ing leave to appeal against an 
Appeal Court judgement, which 
dismissed their argument that it 
is necessary for disabled people 
to have access to cannabis for 
pain relief. 

In the landmark case, three of 
the UK’s leading judges ruled 
that a defence of necessity could 
not be used as the users’ lives 
were not in immediate danger, 
nor were lives at risk in the case 
of the two suppliers. 

The 


case involved Reay 


Wales, who has used cannabis to ' 


relieve discomfort from bone 
and pancreatic conditions as he 
is allergic to pharmaceutical 
drugs; amputee Barry Quayle, 
who has used cannabis to help 
with phantom limb pain; and 
Graham Kenny, who has chronic 
back pain. 

Mr Wales told DN: “I don’t 
think any judge should be 
able to tell us what drugs we 
can take in our own homes for 
medicine.” 

Mark Gibson, of the 
group Therapeutic Help from 
Cannabis for Multiple Sclerosis, 
who was recently arrested 
for supplying cannabis to dis- 
abled people, said the ruling was 
disappointing. “In the short term 
the government should order an 
amnesty on prosecuting people 
who use cannabis for pain relief. 
To deny use is torture.”
